Tbe Tomb of Ex-Preald«Bt James 
Bnctaanaa* 

Major Charles M. Howell has completed 
the tomb ordered to be placed over tne re- 
mains of ex-President Buchattun. The 
tomb wa.s desijtnod by Major Howell, and 
in accordance with the wishes of Mr. 
Buchanan, as expressed a short time pre- 
vious to his death, it has been made in a 
plain, hut beautiful and substantial man- 
ner. The design and workmanship reflect 
great credit upon alt concerned. It is a 
plain tomb, ornamented with a wreath of 
oak leavQS and acorns around the ovola of 
the cap. It consists of a single block of 
Italian marble from the quarries of Car- 
rara. Its lenjjth is six feet three inches, 
its width three feet, its hi>;ht three feet six 
inches. On one side of the tomb is carved 
the name “Buchanan,” on the other side 
is the following inscription, which was 
written by Mr, Buchanan _ prior to hi.s 
death, with directions that it be inscribed 
on his tomb, the date of death, of course, 
being left blank by him; 

Here rest the remains of 
Janies Buchanan, 

Fifteenth President of the United States, 
Born in Franklin countj', Pa., April 22, 
1791, 

Died at Wheatland, June 1, 18G8. 

The base of the tomb is already in posi- 
tion at Woodward HHl Cemetery.
